Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1963,  combined 
with  that  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  Its  later  than 
usual  appearance  is  regretted,  but  pressure  of  work  in  the 
department,  staff  illness,  and  holidays  have  all  played  a part  in 
delaying  it. 

I was  glad  at  the  beginning  of  June  to  welcome  Dr.  Jackson 
to  Fleetwood  as  my  Deputy  for  the  Borough  and  Port  work  and 
to  take  charge  of  the  County  Council  Clinics  and  School  Health 
duties. 


The  statistics  are  all  to  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report, 
but  certain  points  are  worthy  of  having  attention  drawn  to  them. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1963  was  slightly  higher  than  that  for 

1962,  but  one  notes  with  some  concern  that  there  were  38  illegi- 
timate births  compared  with  26  the  preceding  year  — 7*2%  of 
the  total  births  in  1963;  4-8%  in  1962. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  at  30*5  per  thousand  live  births 
was  slightly  less  than  that  for  1962,  but  the  figure  for  the  past 
two  years  has  been  materially  higher  than  the  preceding  three 
years,  though  in  1958  it  was  a similar  figure  to  that  for  1962  and 

1963.  At  present  it  compares  unfavourably  with  that  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole.  There  were  sixteen  deaths  of  infants 
under  1 year  old,  ten  of  these  occurred  within  the  first  month  of 
life  and  six  of  the  ten  during  the  first  week  of  life.  It  is  possibly 
a little  ironic  to  note  that  none  of  these  sixteen  deaths  was  among 
the  38  illegitimate  children. 

So  far  as  Notified  Infectious  Disease  was  concerned  1963 
was  a Measles  year,  385  cases  being  notified.  Dysentery  at  30 
cases  was  half  the  number  occurring  the  previous  year. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  we  still  had  as  many  as  22  active 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  reported.  Thirteen  of  these  were 
treated  in  hospital  and  there  were  two  deaths.  At  the  periodic 
visits  of  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  unit  great  endeavours 
have  been  made  to  get  as  large  a response  as  possible  as  this  is 
a most  valuable  means  of  detecting  active  infectious  disease  during 
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a period  when  the  victim  may  not  have  felt  ill  enough  to  complain 
and  come  off  his  work.  It  is  particularly  difficult  on  these  occa- 
sions, with  the  comings  and  goings  of  trawlers  to  X-ray  all  the 
seafaring  population  we  would  wish  for. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  all  the  staff  for  happy  and 
co-operative  working  in  the  Health  Department  and  to  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest 
and  support.

Fleetwood  is  situated  within  the  Fylde  District.  Lying  at  the 
mouth  of  the  River  Wyre,  it  is  a seaport  and  market  town.  The  area 
is  bounded  on  the  North  by  Morecambe  Bay,  on  the  west  by  the  Irish 
Sea,  on  the  east  by  the  River  Wyre,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Urban 
District  of  Thornton  Cleveleys. 


Most  of  the  land  is  low-lying ; the  subsoil  varies  from  sand  and 
gravel  near  the  coast  to  heavy  marl.  The  principal  industry  is  Deep 
Sea  Fishing,  with  its  contingent  industries : it  is  also  a seaside  resort 
of  considerable  importance. 

The  area  of  the  Fleetwood  Sanitary  District  is  6,280  statute 
acres.  The  Borough  is  divided  into  six  wards,  the  areas  of  which  are

Bacteriological  Examinations 

Facilities  for  the  examination  of  specimens,  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Preston  and  Pathological  Department,  Blackpool 
Victoria  Hospital  are  available  for  all  medical  practitioners  in  the 
district  without  charge. 
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Midwives 


There  are  four  midwives  in  the  district  under  the  control  of  the 
Lancashire  County  Council. 


Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres 

There  are  no  clinics  or  treatment  centres  under  the  direct  control 
of  this  Authority. 

The  Child  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  both  under  the 
control  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  are  situated  in 
Ribble  Road  and  Grange  Road  (Child  Welfare  Only) 

The  venereal  disease  treatment  centres  are  at  Preston  Royal 
Infirmary  and  Blackpool  Special  Treatment  Clinic, 

Fleetwood  Chest  Clime,  Fleetwood  Hospital.  Session  each 
Thursday  afternoon. 


Hospitals 

Fleetwood  hospital,  contains  28  beds  and  four  cots,  for  cases  of 
general  sickness  and  accidents,  but  being  administered  by  the  Blackpool 
and  Fylde  Hospital  Management  Committee  patients  can  be  and  are 
sent  or  transferred  to  any  suitable  Hospital  within  the  district. 

For  infectious  diseases  there  is  the  Devonshire  Road  Hospital, 
Blackpool. 

Milton  Lodge  Maternity  Home,  of  1 1 beds  is  fully  occupied  and 
provides  an  important  Service. 

Rossall  H ospital  with  130  beds  and  Wesham  Park  Hospital  with 
276  beds,  are  available  for  the  chronic  sick  of  all  ages,  and  there  are 
also  44  psychiatric  beds  available  at  Wesham  Park  Hospital. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

For  both  infectious  and  non-infectious  cases  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  keep  available  within  the  district  two  motor  ambulances 
and  one  car  for  sitting  cases.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  twelfth  consecutive  year  there 
were  no  notified  cases  of  diphtheria  within  the  Borough.

Visits  to  the  number  of  123  were  made  to  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  during  the  year,  no  school  notices  or  certificates  were  issued. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  as  m previous  years  by  spraying 
and  fumigating  the  infected  rooms  with  formalin  and  treating  infected 
bedding  and  clothing  by  vapour  gas  at  the  Town's  Depot.  The  vapour 
gas  disinfector  is  also  available  for  treating  infected  or  verminous 
clothes,  beds,  etc.,  from  the  ships  whilst  in  the  docks. 

During  the  year,  127  rooms  and  131  articles  were  disinfected, 
148  articles  were  destroyed.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Health  and  Qeansing  Department  for  the  year  1963. 

During  the  year  Clearance  Area  No.  4 (Custom  House 
Lane  and  adjoining  streets)  was  represented  including  a total  of 
62  houses.  This  leaves  129  houses  in  the  revised  slum  clearance 
programme  still  to  be  dealt  with.  Also  during  this  year  a survey 
of  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation  was  started  and  this  work  was 
still  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  response  to  a circular 
from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  an  area  of 
the  town,  comprising  431  houses,  was  surveyed  for  consideration 
as  an  improvement  area,  this  area  was  approved  in  principle  but 
it  soon  became  known  that  further  legislation  on  the  subject  of 
house  improvement  was  forthcoming  so  progress  was  suspended 
until  the  new  Act  became  law. 

New  legislation  included  the  Animal  Boarding  Establish- 
ment Act,  1963.  The  work  in  connection  with  this  Act  was 
passed  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  made  its  appeamace,  but  the  main 
provisions  of  the  Act  were  not  to  come  into  force  until  1964. 

In  July  the  new  mechanical  road  sweeper  was  delivered 
and  the  sweeping  service,  thus  reorganised,  is  now  capable  of 
coping  with  greater  mileage  at  no  increase  in  cost.  The  demands 
on  the  sweeping  service  increased  sharply  in  1960  when  the  Health 
Department  became  responsible  for  the  sweeping  of  Broadway 
and  Fleetwood  road,  since  then  the  development  on  the  West  side 
has  been  increasing  rapidly  and  soon  the  new  Copse  Road  will 
be  completed.  The  purchase  of  the  mechanical  sweeper  was 
timely  indeed. 

Charges  for  tipping  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  were  intro- 
duced in  January;  this  brought  Fleetwood  into  line  with  other 
local  authorities  in  the  area  and  indeed  in  most  of  the  country. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  tipping  fees  had  amounted  to  £259  10s.  Od. 

There  was  one  change  of  staff  during  1963.  Miss  Eileen 
Barker  was  appointed  in  January  as  office  clerk  filling  the  vacancy 
left  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Swarbrick  in  December,  1962. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  for  their 
support  in  the  work  undertaken  during  the  year  and  finally  to 
thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  and  Cleansing  Department  for  their 
hard  work  and  willing  co-operation.

Water  Supply 

The  entire  water  supply  in  the  Borough  is  provided  by  the  Fylde 
Water  Board  from  the  Grizedale  and  Stocks  reservoirs  augmented  by 
boreholes  at  Garstang  and  Broughton.  The  water  has  a P.  H.  value 
varying  between  7*4  and  8*6. 

Samples  are  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  both 
the  Fylde  Water  Board  and  the  Flealth  Department  and  these  samples 
show  that  the  water  supply  is  very  satisfactory.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  district  is  well  provided  with  sewers,  all  premises  in  the 
Borough  are  drained  by  water  carriage.  In  past  years  sewers  were 
affected  by  surcharging  during  periods  of  very  heavy  ram,  this  has  now 
been  largely  eliminated  by  the  coming  in  to  full  operation  of  the  four 
storm  water  pumps  at  the  pumping  station  on  the  West  Side. 

Sewage  is  carried  by  gravitation  from  the  greater  part  of  the 
town  but  the  sewage  from  the  Rossall  Area  and  a small  area  on 
Radcliffe  Road  is  pumped.  There  are  pumping  stations  situated  at 
Rossall  Square,  Rossall  School,  Rossall  Beach  and  Wyre  Street. 
Sewage  is  finally  discharged  untreated  into  the  sea. 

During  the  year  larger  capacity  pumps  were  installed  at  Rossall 
Beach  and  Rossall  Square  and  the  work  of  renewtng  the  sewer  outfall 
to  the  sea  was  completed.

Food  Condemned  During  the  Year 

Sixty-nine  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  and  where  necessary  condemning,  foodstuffs  during  the 
year.  In  all  cases  but  one  where  food  was  found  on  inspection  to 
be  unsound,  the  food  was  voluntarily  surrendered  and  so  the 
question  of  legal  action  did  not  arise. 

The  remaining  case  concerned  a consignment  of  four 
salmon  which  was  in  course  of  delivery  over  land  to  Fleetwood 
fish  market.  All  four  fish  were  considered  to  be  unclean  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Salmon  and  Freshwater  Fisheries  Act,  1923, 
being  in  full  spawning  livery.  Successful  legal  proceedings  were 
taken  against  the  suppliers  and  a fine  of  £20  with  5 guineas  costs 
was  imposed.

The  disinfestation  service  provided  by  the  Department  undertakes 
the  destruction  of  insect  pests  of  all  types.  The  methods  used  are 
spraying  with  liquid  or  powder  insecticides  and  fumigation  by  formal- 
dehyde gas.  Where  possible  infested  bedding  and  furniture  is  brought 
to  the  Health  Department  yard  and  treated  m the  formaldehyde  gas 
disinfector.  The  service  includes  treatments  for  moths  m carpets  and 
furniture.  A charge  is  made  to  cover  the  cost.

One  full  time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Department. 
This  man  has  attended  a course  of  practical  instruction  held  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  Department  van 
driver  and  one  of  the  men  employed  on  the  refuse  tip  have  also  attended 
the  Ministry  course  and.  when  necessary,  can  be  employed  in  rodent 
control  work. 

The  incidence  of  rat  infestation  within  the  Borogh  is  comparatively 
low.  Repeated  test  baiting  has  shown  the  sewers,  which  are  normally  a 
major  reservoir  of  rat  population,  to  be  free  from  infestation.

During  the  year  the  regular  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse 
was  maintained.  Every  endeavour  was  made  to  ensure  that  dust- 
bins were  emptied  at  approxim.ately  the  same  time  on  the  same 
day  each  week  the  only  exception  being  during  Bank  Holiday 
weeks  when  the  weekly  collection  is  given  but  not  necessarily  on 
the  usual  day. 

The  town  is  expanding  and  because  of  this  some  slight 
alterations  have  had  to  be  made  to  collection  times  in  some  areas, 
wherever  possible,  regular  collection  times  are  adhered  to.  Refuse 
continues  to  become  increasingly  light  and  bulky  and,  in  many 
cases,  two  trips  have  to  be  made  to  the  back  yard  by  the  collectors 
to  bring  out  the  over  spill.  This  is  a problem  affecting  all  local 
authorities  who  operate  the  “ back  door  ” collection,  and  if  the 
trend  continues,  the  inevitable  result  will  be  increased  costs.  Much 
can  be  done  by  the  householder,  particularly  with  bulky  items 
which  can  possibly  be  crushed  or  tom  up  before  being  put  in  the 
bin. 

Trade  Refnse 

Collections  of  trade  refuse  are  made  by  arrangement  and  the 
frequency  of  the  collection  is  as  often  as  necessary.

Refuse  IS  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping,  by  the  end  of  the  year 
the  amount  of  tipping  space  available  on  the  present  tip  at  Broadwater 
was  only  sufficient  for  approximately  one  more  year.  Fortunately  there 
is  many  years  tipping  space  available  on  the  salt  marsh  on  the  East  side 
of  town  and  preliminary  preparations  are  being  made  to  commence 
tipping  on  the  marsh  when  the  present  tip  is  completed.  Regular  treat- 
ments are  given  to  control  rats  and  insects  on  the  tip  and  every  effort 
made  to  prevent  nuisance. 


Street  Cleansing 

The  methods  of  street  sweeping  employed  are  hand  sweeping 
in  conjunction  with  pedestrian  controlled  electric  street  orderly 
trucks  and  mechanical  street  sweeping  with  a mechanical  sweeper. 

The  mechanical  sweeper  was  delivered  in  July  and  quickly 
proved  a valuable  addition  to  the  department’s  street  sweeping 
equipment.  Again  the  indescriminate  dropping  of  litter  by  the 
public  caused  a great  deal  of  extra  work.  It  is  almost  an  impos- 
sible task  to  successfully  remove  iced-lolly  sticks  and  drinking 
straws  from  the  sand  on  the  beach,  the  sand  would  have  to  be 
sifted  daily  to  keep  it  free  from  the  thousands  of  small  articles 
which  are  thoughtlessly  dropped.  This  is  just  one  example  of  the 
litter  problem.  Every  shopping  centre  is  a litter  black  spot  and 
litter  bins,  unfortunately,  are  largely  ignored. 

Gully  Emptying 

Street  gullies  are  cleaned  by  a vacuum  gully  emptier.  The  number 
of  Street  gullies  cleaned  was  15,681. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  following  public  conveniences  were  cleaned  each  day 
including  Sunday  by  the  Cleansing  Department. 

Bold  Street  : Public  Market,  Adelaide  Street  (Men  Only)  ; 

Preston  Street ; Ash  Street  and  Lindel  Road. 

During  the  summer  months  there  was  a full  time  attendant  in  both 
men  s and  women  s conveniences  at  Bold  Street. 

The  severe  winter  caused  many  freeze  ups  in  the  public  con- 
veniences, but,  in  most  cases  where  emergencies  arose,  they  were 
quickly  overcome.  This  was  not  the  case  with  Adelaide  Street 
gent’s  conveniences,  however,  where  the  water-main  froze  under- 
ground and  consequently  the  conveniences  were  out  of  action  for 
several  weeks.

The  work  of  rodent  repression  is  carried  out  by  full-time 
operators  employed  by  the  Dock  and  Inland  Waterways  Executive 
who  own  the  Dock  Estate,  and  with  co-operation  from  the  Local 
Authority. 
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Section  XIV.— Public  Health  (Shell  Fish)  Regula- 
tions, 1934  Si  1948 


All  of  the  shell-fish  beds  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port 
Health  Authority  are  liable  to  pollution.  Notices  are  exhibited 
prohibiting  the  taking  of  shellfish  from  these  beds  for  human 
consumption.  A local  order  was  made  in  1939,  closing  all  shell  fish 
beds,  within  the  port  health  area.  Samples  of  shellfish  are  taken  at 
regular  intervals  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examination,  seven  such 
samples  taken  during  the  year  showed  sewage  contamination. 


Section  XV. — Imported  Food  Regulations 

According  to  the  figures  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  the  weight  and  values  of  fish  landed  at  Fleetwood

The  port  IS  one  of  the  country  s leading  fishing  ports,  large  quan- 
tities of  fish  are  landed  daily  and  all  fish  is  inspected  after  landing.  The 
Port  Health  Inspector’s  time  is  largely  taken  up  with  this  important 
work.  A good  spirit  of  co-operation  has  been  built  up  between  the 
fishing  industry  and  this  department  and,  as  a result,  on  no  occasion 
was  it  necessary  to  make  application  for  a warrant  or  an  order  from  a 
Justice  in  order  to  enforce  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations. 


The  amount  of  fish  surrendered  during  the  year  was  13,621  cwts. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  weight  of  fish  landed  and  rejected 
under  the  Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations  each  year  from
